• Group I, claim(s) 181-195, drawn to class 705/400 which describe a system 
where once the recorded characteristics are retrieved they're assigned level of 
risk is used to determine the cost of insurance. 

• Group II, claim(s) 196-199, drawn to class 705/7 which describe the analysis of 
vehicle mileage which is periodically collected from one processor, while a 
second processor assigns its level of risk to determine future cost of insurance. 
Based on the mileage of a vehicle that is collected at any time, the cost of 
insurance is then determined. 

• Group III, claim(s) 200, 223, 224, 225-239, drawn to class 707/100 which 
describe a risk management system comprising a network server, database, and 
interface module to generate a driver safety score, insurance premiums based on 
the safety scores and the user's vehicle operating habits that can be retrieved 
remotely. 
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• Group IV, claim(s) 201-205 and 215-222, drawn to class 717/171 which describe 
a system that monitors data transferred among a vehicle bus, wireless monitor, 
processor, memory storage, wireless transmitter and sensors that determine 
levels of risk and configured to retrieve new, communications software product 
releases. 

• Group V, claim(s) 206-214, 248-260, drawn to class 705/4 which describe the 
analysis used in determining the level of risk involving the operation of a vehicle 
to either initially set or adjust a user's cost of insurance. 

• Group VI, claim(s) 240-247, drawn to class 705/50 which describe a risk 
management system that uses a computer, a database, a interface module and a 
memory storage all to access encrypted data to determine the cost of insurance.
